Hello Jan and All. 

I have both the BC-375 and the ART-13 on the air and they're a 

ball to work with. The BC-375 is my favorite, being the granddaddy 
of modern military aircraft radios. 


During the war they put what they could get their hands on into 
everything that would fly. The BC-375 saw service in all the 
army bombers, even up to the B-29! In the 29 it was replaced 
by the ART-13 as soon as they could get the stuff to put one in. 


In the B-24, BC-375s were used throughout the war. If there was 
a B-24 or navy PB4-Y (navy B-24 patrol U-boat bomber) with an 
ART-13 in it, I've never seen it documented. 

In the B-17, the BC-375 was used until the middle of the last 
model, the B17-G, when most were switched to the ART-13. 


Niether the BC-375, nor the ART-13 were "replaced" by the 
command sets. The two radio systems had different missions. 
The BC-375/ART-13 and it's BC-348 receiver were used as 
"liason" sets, communicating with headquarters, control towers, 
ground or ship units, or other groups. The Command Sets were 
used to talk plane-to-plane, as with a squadron leader 

giving orders to his group to tighten formation. 


Don't let anyone tell you the BC-375 is "useless on phone." 
That's a myth. The rigs FM because people improperly 

align them and the £1ix is easy as pile. 

I'll write you about it if you're interested. 


I've been trying to get an article together for ER about the 375 
for months, but family crisis gets in the way, plus the fact 
that I keep finding out new things! 


I agree about using the DY-17 with the ART-13. Only way to fly.

Good comments! A lot of people don't realize that "VHF" was new 
and SECRET! Brought on by the SCR-522. Air-ground and air-air communication 
was all on HF. I know the younger set doen't know that the civilian frequency 
for light aircraft was 3105 Khz. (later changed to 3023.5 Khz.) You used a watt 
to 
5 watts to talk to the towers who in turn responded on 278 khz or another LF 
frequency! Most of the light planes carried a very small AM transmitter and a 
tunable LF receiver that covered 200-400 Khz. That is the ones that were radio 
equipped! A short wire antenna from a forward mast to fin tip or from wingtip 
to fin tip was the usual fare. Navigation was usually done with a loop equipped 
200-400 receiver. (Radio Compass) No OMNI and TACAN ox VORTAC in those 
days. Before OMNI stations became common, the "Radio Range" was common 
using an Adcock antenna array. This sent out four "beams" on LF. You would 
hear 
a continous tone if you flew on the "beam". Stray to one side and you got a 
Morse "A". Stray to the other side and you got a Morse "N". Simple and it 
worked. You were limited to only four fixed "radials" though. The present day 
NDB (non-directional beacon) is a throwback to that era. 
VHF and OMNI came along and wiped away all that. (Unless you fly in South 
America in the "bush" where they still use HF/SSB and "beacons" daily)

MIke's post about the Knight T-50 got me to thinking about my humble 
beginnings in Ham Radio. When I was a youngster, we kids were expected to 
make ourselves scarce at family gatherings, so my cousin Doug and I would 
hole up in his room. He let me play dxer with his all American five 
receiver on the bc band. One fateful night when I was about 6 or 7, he 
showed me a neat book. It was a 1942 ARRL Defense Edition Handbook. I 
was soon hopelessly hooked. Some friends of my Parents gave me a console 
Philco that covered the 20 meter band. I was soon listening to the AM 
operation there. Then I built a Heath Gr-91 receiver. It didn't work, so 
I took it to the local TV shop. They got it working. I tried to improve 
it. They fixed it again. And so forth. By this time I was hooked, so I 
took my Dad's tape measure and measured the distance between all the trees 
on the family lot. I had two that were the right distance apart for a 160 
meter dipole, but climbing those two big oaks was pretty daunting. 
Besides, there was no Novice operation there, and I was studying for my 
ticket at full throttle. There were no pairs for 80 meters. Fortunately, 
there were two trees 70 feet apart right near my bedroom window. That 
meant that 40 meters got the nod. I scaled the hickory and the oak and 
strung up my dipole. I then bought a BC-455 from Alco Electronics for 
about 10 bucks, and followed the instructions in Popular Electronics to 
add a power supply and get it up and running on 40. All right, you 
purists can stop heating up the pot of bubbling oil for me, at that time 
those were cheap and plentiful. I had to replace most of the caps, and 
that was in the early 1960's. It was good training for my future 
boatanchor restorations. I put in a pot, and made the first IF stage 
regenerative to improve the CW selectivity. I found a factory wired 
Knight T-60 from a fellow in the Barrington High School Ham Club, and by 
that time I had my license WN9JML. I was on the air for under 50 bucks in 
1963. I had trouble keeping the dipole up, so my Mother gave me a Gotham 
V-80 vertical for my birthday. I never did have much luck tuning that 
lousy antenna, but I still had a ball with the 40 meter novice band. 
Eventually, one of my high school buddies borrowed the transmitter, and 
"modified" it. He did such a thorough rework that I wound up scrapping 
it. I loaned the ARC-5 to a friend's son to let him listen to shortwave. 
He lost it. I left the Gotham at a house I rented when I moved out. The 
only piece of equipment left from my first station is my Johnson Speed-X 
straight key. That is screwed down to the desktop. I migrated to VHF, 
and spent the next 20 or so years up there, but that is another story.

I've been aligning my R-392 and happened across an interesting 
problem that I've not yet been able to solve. 


When I feed an unmodulated RF signal into the receiver on the lower 
frequency bands (7 Mc. & below), I hear what seems to be modulation on 
the signal - even though the RF input is unmodulated ( I verified this 
with two different signal generators). 


Its level, and pitch (that is, modulation frequency) differs, 
according to the band. On some of the lower bands there is just a hint 
of modulation, even with a very large input signal. 7 Mc. is probably 
worse, but even then it takes a fairly strong signal to make it 
noticable, but noticable and annoying it is. 


Has anyone ever seen a problem like this? My first suspect was the 
first crystal oscillator/mixer circuit, as these stages are only used 
at 7 Mc. and below. However, I haven't been able to find anything 
wrong except for what appears to be an AC waveform (about 600 cycles) 
Superimposed on the oscillator's signal (not as a modulating signal 
(multiplied), but additive instead) - my guess is this is what is 
producing the carrier effect, but I haven't figured out how. 


Any ideas what could be causing this low frequency oscillation, and 


how to get rid of it? 


Besides that, the R-392 seems like a fine receiver, although I have 
a couple of dead bands (bad crystals), and the sensitivity on 10 meters 
leaves alot to be desired. And I'm getting pretty fast at pulling off 
front covers, removing subassemblies, and then putting it all back 
together again (with only a minimum of parts left over). 


Is anyone parting out an R-392 (I need some crystals!).
